MUST PAY TAX 


B. C. Act Is Upheld by Court 
of Appeal 

Those Who Order Liquor Else¬ 
where Affected 

Vancouver,. March 10.—The Court 
of Appeal has upheld the Government 
Liquor Act in Judgment* handed 
down to-day In the appeals of Rsx 
vs. F'erguson and Little vs. the At¬ 
torney-General of British Columbia. 
Mr. Justice Martin dissented In both 
cases. 

By dismissing: the appeal of James 

S. Little from a Judgment of Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Clement, who decided liquor Im¬ 
ported into British Columbia was 
subject to the provincial tax. the 
Court of Appeal has decreed the tax 
Imposed by Section 65 of the Govern¬ 
ment Liquor Act comes within the 
ambit of provincial legislation. The 
tax is a direct tax, and does not con¬ 
flict with Section 121 of the British 
North America Act, according to the 
judges’ finding. 

Equal to Profit. 

The decision means that people who 
order their liquor from Calgary or 
elsewhere Instead of buying, from the 
Government must pay a tax equal to 
the amount of profit which would 
have accrued to the Government, plus 
ten per cent. 

The matter came before the court 
as a test case In which Jame# 8. 
Little sought a declaration that he 1 
was not obliged to pay $11 demanded 
by the Government Liquor Board. 


EX-SEATTLE WOMAN 
KILLED HERSELF 

IN LOS ANGELES 

Seattle, March 10.—Mrs. Helen V. 
Denny, fifty years old. wealthy widow 
of Orion O. Denny, who was the first 
white person bom in Seattle, ended 
her life with a pistol shot yesterday 
In her palatial home in Los Angeles, 
according to a dispatch received in 
this city. 

Orion O. Denny was Mrs. Denny’s 
second husband. He died in 1916 
leaving an estate of $450,000. Mrs 
Denny' was married in Seattle to Dr. 
Leonard Wyeth and went to Los 
Angeles with him. Mr. and Mrs. 
Wyeth were divorced about a year 
• go and she was given her former 
name by tbe Court. 

CARGO OF HAND

“Nile” Arrives as Member of 
Shrine Delegation 

Peking-bred Creature Dis¬ 
plays Interest 

Munching oats and hay, apparently 
quite contented In her unusual sur¬ 
roundings, ‘‘Nile,’’ ten-months’-old 
Asiatic camel purchased in Peking 
by Noble Hugh. M. Caldwell, Mayor 
of Seattle, and leader of the delega¬ 
tion of Mystic Shriners returning 
rrom a pilgrimage to the Orient, oc¬ 
cupied a comfortable berth in the 

ween decks of No. 3 hold aboard the 
liner Keystone State on the arrival of 
the Admiral ship to-day from the Far 
East. 

Affectionate Animal. 

Nile is a youthful and affectionate 
creature of the camel tribe that will 
figure prominently in the ceremonials 
and parades of the Nile Temple at 
Seattle. At least that is the purpose 
of her owner providing the United 
States Government permits the land¬ 
ing of the camel, following the ar¬ 
rival of the Keystone State at Se¬ 
attle. 

Representations have been made to 
Washington on behalf of the camel 
and it is understood that the- animal 
will have to satisfy the authorities 
by a "blood test" before It is allowed 
to go ashore. Under the American 
Department of Agriculture regula¬ 
tions no live animals can be imported 
into the United States from Asia ex¬ 
cept under a special permit. 

Mayor Caldwell was nonplussed 
when he learned of the possible em¬ 
bargo against his Oriental pet. “I 
purchased the camel through an 
agent in Peking and shipped her 
across the Pacific with the object of 
presenting her to the Seattle F*rks 
Board on the understanding that the 
Nile Temple be allowed the use of 
the camel on ceremonial occasions." 

Demonstration. 

The camel displayed an affection¬ 
ate nature as Mayor Caldwell ca¬ 
ressed its woolly tufts of necl^ fur. 

L. D. MacLean, of Victoria, who 
was among the delegation welcoming 
the returning Shriners, waa con¬ 
ducted to the lower deck by Mayor 
Caldwell and left on the best of urms 
with the camel. "Nile’’ Iook such a 
liking to Mr. MacLean that she raised 
a terrible commotion by instituting a 
padded patrol of the iron de.:ks nrd 
making strenuous efforts to follow 
the party as It mounted tbe compan¬ 
ionway to the deck. 

Before the departure of the Key- , 
stone State from port "Nile" was 
carefully hoisted to the deck and got 
her first sight of the promised lend. 

"She’s not very big now," com¬ 
mented Mayor Caldwell.” but wait a 
year, and she will be double her size." 


Old Committee’s Curtailment 
Plan Scrapped 

Need in Destitute Cases Great 
As Ever 


Relief to unemployed hero will not 
be cut off suddenly, as was planned 
by the City Council committee which 
controlled unemployment relief up to 
Monday night. The Public .Utilities 
Committee, which took over admin¬ 
istration of unemployment situation 
to-day, does not agree with the ald¬ 
ermen who managed the unemploy-, 
ment relief schemes of the city from 
the beginning of the year on that re¬ 
lief should be cut off now. The new 
committee feels that the need for re¬ 
lief is as great to-day as it was in 
the middle of Winter—that the time 
for cutting off all relief has not 
come. 

Committee Protests. 

This was made known at the City 
Hall to-day along with the fact that 
the Public Utilities Committee agreed 
to take hold of the unemployment 
situation only under emphatic pro¬ 
test. Members of the committee com¬ 
plain that the unemployment work 
was foisted upon them when the most 
unpleasant part of that work had to 
be done—the gradual 1 reduction of re¬ 
lief as Spring approaches. They re¬ 
call that the chairman of the former 
Unemployment Committee announced 
last week that it was planned to cut 
off all relief work end doles immedi¬ 
ately. On the following Monday, 
after this announcement had raised a 
storm of protest, the unemployment 
situation was handed over to the 
Public Utilities Committee which 
thus commenced work under most 
unfavorable circumstances, with the 
unemployed aroused. 

Act on Own Judgment. 

But Public Utilities Committee does 
not intend to ctrry out this plan to 
cut off all relief forthwith. After 
thdtr meeting this morning members 
of tbe committee said that they were 
not committed to any such course 
They intended to adopt such meas¬ 
ures as seemed to them required by 
the present situation, they declared 

"The Committee feels that it has 
no more right to turn a destitute 
fqmlly away without aid now than 
It had a month ago," Alderman Joseph 
Patriok. newly-elected Chairman of 
the Public Utilities Committee, ex¬ 
plained. "There is no doubt that re¬ 
lief costs must nb tapered down with 
the approach of Sprlhg but no ap¬ 
preciable change in conditions has 
occurred during the last two weeks 
that would Justify us in a drastic 
policy In regard to relief. If there 
was justification for the City’s rellel 
plans a month ago there Is the same 
Justification now as far as destitu¬ 
tion is concerned."

REQUESTS IT OTTAWA GAN BE ADOPTED 


G.W.V.A. Representatives See 
Members of Cabinet 

Ask Pension and Other 
Changes Be Made 

Ottawa. March 10. — (Canadian 
Press)—Presenting a petition cover¬ 
ing eleven different requests, a large 
delegation from the Great War 
Veterans’ Association of Canada In¬ 
terviewed «. Premier King and mem¬ 
bers of his Cabinet early this after¬ 
noon. The delegation was headed by 
R. B. Maxwell, Dominion president of 
the G. W. V. A., and wag received in 
the Prime Minister’s office. 

It made the following requests; 

1. That the pension rates be re¬ 
vised and fixed, granting the widow 
and widowed mothers pensions at 
the rate of $76 per month, the 
widows with children $100 per month 
plus allowances for children and all 
disabled men $1 per month per one 
per cent of disability. 

2. That a pension be awarded under 
suitable regulations to each widow 
whose marriage was contracted sub¬ 
sequently to the appearance of the 
war disability causing death. 

S. That the regulations be amended 
to enable more Just consideration of 
the pension claims of ex-service men 
in cases where doubt exists as to 
the attributability to service. 

Education. 

4. That provision be made for the 
education of the children of deceased 
and seriously disabled soldiers.

HIS APPEAL CASE 

Vancouver, March 10. — Thomas 
Alexander's appeal against the ruling 
of the Supreme Court in the case of 
the Vancouver Inland Milk Producers 
vs. Alexander, was allowed by ths 
Court of Appeal. 

Mr. Alexander is a dairyman resid¬

United Vendors Will Not Cheat 
the Customs 

Federal Government Gets 
$5,000,000 Duty a Year 

Vancouver, March 10.—Federal 
Government, through the Port of 
Vancouver, is benefiting to the ex¬ 
tent of |20 per case, or about $5,000,- 
000 yearly through the action of the 
members of the newly formed 
Licensed Export Association of Van¬ 
couver, according to a member of 
that association. 

Consisting of about twenty licens¬ 
ed liquor dealers, and with a mem¬ 
bership that takes in firms in Van¬ 
couver, Victoria, Grand Forks and 
Prince Rupert, the newly formed or¬ 
ganisation, in addition to giving prices 
at which liquor will be sold to out- 
sido sources, also refuses to handle 
any liquor that does not pass 
through the customs. 

“All liquor handled by members of 
the association has been cleared from 
bond and duty to the extent of $20 
per case has been paid on it,” said a 
member of the association. 

8hould Bo Duty Paid. 

“We are doing our bit to see that 
the government of Canada gets its 
dues and the members of the asso¬ 
ciation feol that the customs officials 
should scrutinise shipments going out 
In bond more carefully. If shipments 
land In places where they come In 
competition with goods on which 
duty has been paid they have an ad¬ 
vantage of $20 per case, and they 
encourage attempts at trying to get 
whisky away without clearing It 
through customs. That is one of the 
reason for the newly formed associa¬ 
tion. 

“We have pleged ourselves to 
handle only goods that have passed 
through the customs in tho regular 
way. We don’t want anything else 
and we won’t sell anything else. We 
are Canadians and out to see that 
Canada gets what is coming to her, 
and we are doing if 

Prices Go Up. 

Regarding the stories from Seattle 
that the new organization raised the 
price of whisky on the Seattle boot- 
leggefs, he explained that it was 
true that the prices had been raised 
from about $5 to $8 per case on vari¬ 
ous brands. 

“It is a protective association.’* he 
said. “There was a great deal of 
price cutting and a lot of attempting 
to get whisky out without paying 
duty, and we formed this association 
to have laws and to sell at fair prices 
that will allow a reasonable return on 
investment. The price cutting had 
got so bad that one firm, after put¬ 
ting auditors in. found that it had 
been selling at a loss of 80 cents per 
case, so it was time that something 
was done In the matter.” 


QUEBEC CONTROLS 
rrs FISHERIES 

Order-in-Council Tabled at 
Ottawa 

Ottawa, March 10. — (Canadian 
Press)—The Order-In-Council re¬ 
specting the transfer of the control 
of fisheries in Quebec province from 
the Federal Government to the Pro¬ 
vincial Government, requested by 
Right Hon. Arthur Meighen, was 
tabled In the House by the Prims 
Minister yesterday. 

It provides that the entire control 
of fisheries be vested in the Province 
of Quebec, inasmuch as fishermen 
have been handicapped in the past by 
being forced to secure double li¬ 
censes. It also authorizes the Que¬ 
bec provincial authorities to take 
over and operate from July 1, 1922. 
the fish hatcheries at Gaspe and 
Tadousac, and provides that the 
Federal fisheries office, as well as 
the patrol steamer Loos, shall bs 
withdrawn on April 10.

Canada’s Financial Statement 
For Eleven Months 

March 10.—A decrease of 
$699,88, in the net debt of Canada 
during the month of February, as 
compared with an Increase of $4,290,- 
143 in the same month last year, is 
shown by a financial statement Issued 
from the Finance Department. The 
net debt of Canada now stands at 
$2,371,886,102. as compared with $2,- 
372,585.984 on January 31, 1922, and 
$2,307,013,156 on February 28, 1921. 

Total revenue collected for the 
eleven months of the fiscal .year 
which ended on February 28 amount¬ 
ed to $343,854,768, as compared with 
$419,916,680 for a similar period a 
year ago. For the eleven months’ 
period of the present fiscal year ex¬ 
penditures totalled $287,163,970, as 
compared with $333,697,617. 

Customs Rseeipts. 

The major portion of the decrease 
in revenue was, of course, due to fall¬ 
ing off in customs revenue. Revenues 
collected from customs during the 
eleven months of the present fiscal 
year totalled $94,056,176. Last year 
customs collected totalled $152,794,646. 
The decrease, therefore, amounted to 
$68,738,469. 

Exclne yielded $33,672,886 during 
the eleven months of 1921-22 under 
review, which was about the same as 
last year, and inland revenue totalled 
$67,410,784, as compared with $70,- 
651,401 last year. Income tax col¬ 
lections totalled $76,887,025, as com¬ 
pared with $$2,666,940 during the 
eleven-month period in the last fiscal 
year. 

For the month, of February alone 
the total revenue collected was $25.- 
356,878 or $9,723,734 less than last 
year, when the total revenue was 
$35,080,612. Total expenditures for 
February of the present year amount¬ 
ed to $17,850,719, as against $19,- 
788.255. in February. 192L This was 
a decrease of $1,937,536. 

Of the total expenditure. $115,- 
958,169 of the amount spent during 
the eleven-months period went for 
interest on the public debt, as com¬ 
pared with $124,820,093 last year. 
Payments on pensions totalled $30,- 
606,124, and soldiers’ civil re-estab¬ 
lishment, $13,955,479. War expendi¬ 
tures dropped to $1,105,813, an com¬ 
pared with $9,622,870 last year.

‘much to saiy,' the Dominion’s 
.economic welfare will be very 
^'seriously impaired. Canada re¬ 
quires a measure'of settlement 
■and development equal at least 
!to that which existed in the 
^United States following the 
•Civil AVar and the longer this 
is postponed the longer she will 
suffer from the disabilities of 
declining trade and high taxa¬ 
tion which now afflict her. Less 
than 9,000,000 people cannot 
'possibly shoulder a debt which 
is heavier than the burden the 
Americans had to carry when 
they had four times that popu¬ 
lation. Wc shall need an annual 
influx of settlers for the next 
decade greater than wc had a 
-few years ago when immigration 
was at its height, 
i Other important announce¬ 
ments in the Speech from the 
Throne are that there is to be a 
reorganization of the national 
railway system, conferences 
■with railroad companies looking 
To a reduction in freight rates, 
.and a prospect of the settlement 
of the long-standing question of 
the control by the Prairie Prov¬ 
inces of their natural resources, 
•which, unlike those of British 
Columbia, remained vested in 
the Dominion when those terri- 
.toriesenteredConfederation. Ap¬ 
parently it is the Government’s 
-intention to make some revisions 
of the tariff and it will be of in¬ 
terest to discover how far the 
Administration is prepared to go 
jn this respect in view of the 
Ttharp division of opinion among 
the various House groups on the 
subject. It is not improbable, 
^however, that in view of the big 
proportion of independent mem¬ 
bers in the House there will be 
Tin unusually large amount erf 
legislation introduced under 
other auspices than those of the 
Government. The uncertainty 
■over the course of the Progres¬ 
sives makes impossible any de¬ 
tailed prediction of what the 
labors of this Session will be, or 
how long it will last based upon 
the Speech from the Throne. 
Much will depend, too, upon the 
kind of organization M,r. 
Crerar's group shall succeed in 
establishing.

Whatever may have been the 
motive behind the publica¬ 
tion of the note from the 
Indian Government the fact re¬ 
mains that the newly-empha¬ 
sized demands have added al¬ 
most insuperable difficulties to 
an already complex and aggra¬ 
vating situation.

Cedar Crssk. 

Optimistic reports of the Cedar 
Creek district have been brought to 
Vancouver by R/i D. Featherston- 
haugh, the placer engineer, who has 
spsnt some time on the discovery 
claims, on which options have recent¬ 
ly been taken by Vancouver men. 

Mr. Featherstonbaugh describes the 
Cedar Creek ground ne examined as 
the beat prospect he has ever seen. 
Owing to the depth of the snow. It 
was difficult for him to go all over 
the claims, but he opened the old 
workings and tested the values, which 
turned out as good, If not better, he' 
says, than at first reported. The gold 
was coarse and of glacial origin and 
nuggets were frequently found. Pan¬ 
ning tests were from $20 to $300 per 
square yard. 

There are 110 acres In the claim, and 


Mr. Featherstonhaugh declared that a 
strip 150 feet wide through the two 
leases, according to his tests, would 
return from $3,500,000 to $4,000,000 
At present the gold promises con¬ 
tinuity.

Find Dirt and Darkness, But 
Little Else 

Turn Down Scheme For Re¬ 
modeling Offices 

Every nook and cranny In the City 
Hall—some of thorp very dirty and 
disreputable nooks and crannies— 
were explored by the civic Public 
Utilities Committee under the Com¬ 
mittee's new chairman. Alderman 
Joseph Patrick, to-day. In search of 
new office room for crowded city 
clerks in various parts of the build¬ 
ing, the aldermen, undaunted bv 
cobwebs, dirt, darkness and ignor¬ 
ance of the topography of the build¬ 
ing, marie their way Into every cor¬ 
ner of the Hull from ground floor 
to clock tower. And when they had 
completed their vovage of discovery 
and returned to the inhabited re¬ 
gions, panting and covered with dust, 
they agreed that they had found 
nothing worth while. City offices 
will remain as they are at present 
as fur as the Public Utilities Com¬ 
mittee is concerned. 

A new’ committee room will be 
built, probnbly in the waterworks 
department, and the Reverted l and 
Commissioner’s office will be treated 
to a coat of kalsomine and a new 
sign on Its door, but otherwise no 
changes will be made. The aider- 
men feel that they must save every 
cent, possible, and that it would be 
absurd to attempt to remodel the 
City Hall. 

Lunch Room Plan. 

The first scheme Investigated by 
Alderman Patrick and his colleagues 
to-day w’hs the possibility of estab¬ 
lishing u lunch room for city offi¬ 
cials in the attic. This scheme sug¬ 
gested by a Council member not a 
member of the Public Utilities Com¬ 
mittee. was turned down emphati¬ 
cally when the aldermen got one 
good look at the attic. It is neces¬ 
sary to climb two long flights of 
stairs to reach the attic and then one 
finds an endless series of barren 
rooms, littered with old papers, fes¬ 
tooned with cobwebs, as dusty as an 
ash can. dark and cold. 

"I'd rather eat m.v lui^ch on the 
street than up here.” said Alderman 
R. W. Perry. 

Destroy Old Papers. 

The aldermen then wandered Into 
the apartment leading to the clock 
tower and noted that workmen were 
busy carrying out tone of old records 
which are being sent over to the 
Kidney Rubber Roofing Company for 
use in making roofing. They left 
this place with marked rapidity, 
looked ov8r the Waterworks Depart¬ 
ment and tentatively agreed that a 
committee room should be estab¬ 
lished In one part of the main water¬ 
works office. It was suggested that 
one little room which, with Its 
barred windows, looked more like a 
padded cell than an office, should be 
used as a lunch room. This idea, 
however, was turned down and the 
aldermen, after agreeing to patch 
up the Land Commissioner's office, 
took a Jaunt into the unexplored re¬ 
gions over the health offices. 

Find Huge Room. 

The Committee was amazed to find 
a large bare room over the health 
office and thought of installing City 
Assessor Rcoweroft Hnd Wiring In¬ 
spector Daly here. It was found, 
however, that the people who had 
built the room had forgotten all 
about ventilation and. that the cham¬ 
ber was too far removed from other 
city offices anyway. So that plan 
was dropped. Likewise the pro¬ 
posal that a barn-like fuel-littered 
and dirty space on the north aide 
of the hall should be made into of¬ 
fices for the Land Commissioner. 

"Anyway we found out a lot about 
the old City Hall we never knew be¬ 
fore." one member of the committee 
remarked when the inspection had 
been concluded. “I never realised 
we had so much useless waste room 
here nor how old and dingy the 
Hall is. One could easily get lost 
in the upper chambers."

Corbett delivered a very Interesting 
address on Wednesday afternoon, on 
I "The Work of the Victorian Order 
of Nurses of Canada," tfr the mem¬ 
bers of the Women’s Educational 
Club of Columbian College, who as¬ 
sembled In Wesley Church parlors 
for their monthly meeting.

Allied Finance Ministers Meet 
in Paris 


Paris, March* 10.—The question of 
extending the scope of the Wies¬ 
baden reparation agreement between 
France and Germany so as to make 
Germany’s payments in kind applic¬ 
able to all the Allies was before to¬ 
day's session of the Finance Minis¬ 
ters of the Allies here. Some such 
alteration of the Wiesbaden accord 
signed last year by Louis Loucheur 
and Dr. Walter Kathenau was orig¬ 
inally proposed at the recent meeting 
of the Supreme Council at Cannes. 

The point at issue Is the amount of 
deliveries Germany should make to 
France for the devastated regions, 
some of the Allies desiring to limit 
the amount to 900,000,000 gold marks' 
worth of material, so as to leave part 
of Germany’s rapacity for payments 
In kind available for the other Allies, 
Belgium, Italy and Great Britain. 
French concessions for the 8aar coal 
mines out of the first sums due her 
from Germany, it was understood to¬ 
day, may be compensated by a slight 
increase In this amount. The Fi¬ 
nance Ministers were understood to 
have agreed to limit the future de¬ 
mands on Germany for the expenses 
of military occupation to 220,000,000

Consumers of hard and malt 
liquors in British Columbia are to 
receive their favorite beverages at 
an appreciably lower price despite the 
assertion that no effort has been 
made on the part of the British Co¬ 
lumbia authorities to have the special 
Federal tax of $15 per case on whisky 
removed, according to a report. 

No definite statement can he 
secured from either Premier Oliver or 
members of the Liquor Control Board, 
but within a few months most brands 
of the hard stuff will bo reduced in 
price by fifty to sevent-flvo cents per 
reputed quart bottle. .Beer will be 
obtainable at $1.60 per dozen pints, 
instead of $ 2 . 

Under the Prohibition Act the 
higher brands of “Scotch" could be 
had for $3 per bottle on doctors' pres¬ 
criptions, or two-thirds the cost of 
the average brands dispensed to-day 
by the Government vendors. One 
brand, which sold for $3 was priced 
at $4.75 when the Liquor Control Act 
came Into effect. This price will be 
cut to $4.25 or perhaps $4. 

Reduce Operating Costs. 

One of the liquor commissioners 
stated to-day that perhaps the prices 
charged had been high, but this was 
owing to the fact that organization 
expenses were high and It was con¬ 
sidered good business to charge suf¬ 
ficient to prevent loss. Moreover, he 
remarked, the taxing of liquor |- 
popular with various Governments, 
nnd he held out little hope that the 
Dominion would remove the Fedora’ 
tax. which, pf all the Provinces, only 
British Columbia and Quebec are 
paying. 

It hus been known for several 
months that Premier Oliver was no» 
satisfied with the operating of the 
Liquor Control Board. Administration 
costs have been proved excessive In 
different Instances, and a drastic 
curtailment has been ordered. Fre¬ 
quent protests have been registered, 
these coming from returned soldier 
organizations. who have openly 
sought the free sale of beer, and 
from bodies friendly to tho Govern¬ 
ment. 

With the British distiller receiving 
less than a dollar per bottle for 
whisky, ami the British Columblr 
consumer paying as much os $5, no 
small amount of dissatisfaction hay 
be«n expressed. 

Deal With Brewers. 

It Is understood that an arrange¬ 
ment has been made with the brewers 
to provide 5 to 7 per cent beer at a 
reduced figure. The cost of labor, o* 
malt and other "Ingredients” has 
been falling and Commissioner J. H 
Falconer maintains that beer can hr 
sold at a lower price and the Govern¬ 
ment still reap a satisfactory profit 

The anticipated reduction in the 
price of "hard liquor” is ascribed to 
smaller administration costa. In ad¬ 
dition. several stores have been 
closed, staffs reduced and rents

Solution of the Elk Lake watershed 
question, which has been a standing 
cause of trouble between the City 
and Saanich for years, was brought 
appreciably nearer at a conference of 
Victoria and Saanich representatives 
called yesterday by the Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The plan upon which It is hoped a 
settlement will be based Iwas ad¬ 
vanced by Hector 8. Cowper, Muni¬ 
cipal Clerk of Saanich, after the con¬ 
ference seemed hopelessly deadlock¬ 
ed. This plan was outlined In the 
following resolution: 

“That a suggestion be made to the 
councils of the city” of Victoria and 
the municipality of Saanich that the 
City Council pass a by-law bringing 
Into effect provincial legislation 
passed In 1919 constituting Elk Lake 
as a park, and containing a clause 
that this by-law be not rescinded 
without a vote of the ratepayers of 
what may then be the city of Vic¬ 
toria.” 

The provision “what may then be 
the city of Victoria” was inserted In 
view of the present move to amalga¬ 
mate with Victoria portions of sur¬ 
rounding municipalities. 

Wants One Big City. 

In this connection Alderman A. E. 
Todd, chief spokesman of the City, 
announced that within possibly a 
year, when the city’s financial prob¬ 
lems have become less acute, he 
would advocate the organization of 
one big municipality embracing the 
whole of Vancouver Island, south of 
the Esquimau and Nanaimo Railway 
grant. "Even .then Victoria would 
not have as great an area as Los 
Angeles," he pointed out. 

Reeve Watson, of Baanich, explain¬ 
ed at tho cmhmencement of the con¬ 
ference that Saanich wished to tax 
the City’s Elk Lake land If it were 
sub-divided and sold. Saanich was 
prepared, however, to exempt the 
land from taxation if it were set 
aside as a park. 

Cannot Bind Posterity. 

Alderman Todd called the Reeve’’a 
attitude “Impossible,” and maintain¬ 
ed that the City could not take action 
no to bind posterity. The present City 
Council and tax payers had not paid 
for the Elk Lake area, and It was, 
therefore, outside their jurisdiction to 
make it a park forever. 

"Elk Lake was bought for water¬ 
works purposes, and we are not sure 
that It will not be useful later on as 
& waterworks,” Alderman Todd went 
on. “We have no way of telling 
whether it will be used a# a paift far* i

Fir© Insurance, Its benefits, pro¬ 
fits, and methods of administration 
was the subject which received full 
consideration at the hands of the 
Chamber of Commerce Forum last 
night. J. O. Cameron presided. 

During the discussion George Bell 
pointed out that while the Board 
system of Insurance might be looked 
upon as successful, there was a pos¬ 
sibility thai charges to the Insured 
were excessive and that certain Im¬ 
provements might be made. 

Government Insurance. 

Mr. Bell referred to the success of 
Government insurance in other 
countries and considered that the 
Chamber of Commerce would do well 
to look Into the question of Govern¬ 
ment insurance. "If we had Govern¬ 
ment insurance it wpuli not prove a 
monopoly and It would have to com¬ 
pete with other insurance companies." 
he asserted. 

Thomas Walker said that in antici¬ 
pation of the meeting he had laid 
certain facts before the Chamber of 
Commerce. These were to the effect 
that during the past five years the 
net premiums collected for fire in¬ 
surance in British Columbia totalled 
$20,(14,779.53 and the net losses paid 
totalled $6,198,941.84, leaving a gross 
profit of $14,416,837.69. 

"Does it pay to be irt the insurance 
business on the right side?” de¬ 
manded Mr. Walker. 

Mr. Campbell, of the Cameron In¬ 
vestment & Securities Company, re¬ 
plied thut it was hardly fair to
